¥ Our Hankow-correspondent writes 2-1" . 
The dfficials and pepple of Wuchang.-city 
have, for the last thre months, been ina fever 
-of excitement over the presence atgongst them 
‘of.a. mysterious personage, sty posed to be none 
other than the Emperor. himself, happily, 
escaped from the solicitous care of.tis aunt, or 
else some other Imperial Highness. [t appears, 
_ that some three months ago he was quietly 
-making: his way down the river-in a linat, 
alongwith four attendants, having come’ fron 
. Brechuen, and being bound for no one knows 
where: ‘Zn roule he put up. at Kichow, a city
